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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of the application in light of the amendment and the following remarks 
is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1, 3-16, 18-21, 23-30, 32-45 and 47-60 are pending. Claims 2, 17, 22, 31 and 46 
have been canceled without prejudice, or surrender of the subject matter contained therein. Claims 
1, 16, 21, 28, 38 and 43 have been amended. No new matter has been added. 

The Specification was objected to for various informalities. Applicants thank the 
Examiner for her careful reading of the patent application. In order to correct these informalities, 
the specification has been amended as suggested by the Examiner, with one exception: The 
notation "[-M,M)" which appears on page 18, line 7, and elsewhere, is conventionally used to 
denote a range of numbers that is closed at one end (i.e., includes the lower bound) and open at the 
other (terminates at but does not include the upper bound). Changing the notation used in the 
specification, as suggested by the Examiner, would change the meaning of the text. Therefore, in 
order to avoid confusion, Applicants have amended the paragraph in question so as to explain the 
meaning of this conventional notation. 

Claim 1 was objected to for use of the phrase "coefficients is conveyed." Applicants 
respectfully traverse this objection. The complete context of the phrase is as follows: "an indication 
of which coefficients is conveyed by the receiver. . ." The verb "is conveyed" properly refers not to 
the plural "coefficients," but rather to the singular "indication." Therefore, Applicants respectfully 
request that this objection be withdrawn. 

Claim 38 was objected to for containing the phrase "filter have a number." Applicants 
have amended claim 38 as suggested by the Examiner in order to correct this informality. 

Claims 2, 7-13, 17, 22, 31, 35-42, 46-49 and 52-60 were objected to for depending from 
a rejected base claim, but were deemed to recite patentable subject matter. Applicants have 
therefore amended the independent claims in this application as follows: claim 1 now incorporates 
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the limitation of claim 2, now canceled; claim 16 incorporates the limitation of claim 17, now 
canceled; claim 21 incorporates the limitation of claim 22, now canceled; claim 28 incorporates the 
limitation of claim 3 1 , now canceled; and claim 43 incorporates the limitation of claim 46, now 
canceled. Thus, independent claims 1, 16, 21, 28 and 43 are believed to be in condition for 
allowance. 

Claims 1, 3-6, 14-16, 18-21, 23-30, 32-34, 43-45, 50 and 51 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) over "Applicants' Admitted Prior Art" (Fig. 2) in view of one or more of Ling et al. 
(US Patent 6,167,082) and Gadot et al. (U.S. Patent 5,513,216). In the interest of expediting 
prosecution, while disagreeing with the grounds of rejection, Applicants have amended independent 
claims 1, 16, 21, 28 and 43, as noted above, to incorporate the limitations of dependent claims that 
were found to recite patentable subject matter. Therefore, the amended independent claims are 
believed to be patentable over the cited art. In view of the patentability of the independent claims, 
dependent claims 3-15, 18-20, 23-27, 29, 30, 32-42, 44, 45 and 47-60 are believed to be patentable, 
as well. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of all rejections is respectfully requested. 

Applicants have studied the additional references made of record by the Examiner and 
believe the claims currently pending in this application to be patentable over these references, as 
well, whether the references are taken individually or in any combination. 

CONCLUSION 

Each and every point raised in the Office Action mailed November 30, 2004 has been 
addressed on the basis of the above amendments and remarks. In view of the foregoing it is 
believed that claims 1, 3-16, 18-21, 23-30, 32-45 and 47-60 are in condition for allowance and it is 
respectfully requested that the application be reconsidered and that all pending claims be allowed 
and the case passed to issue.
